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Growing Potential of Canada’s Northern Territories 
Promises Rich Rewards

HE NORTHWEST TERRITORIES, which, with the Yukon, is 
known as the Canadian North, is probably the largest and 
potentially richest undeveloped area within the Commonwealth. 

While the difficulties to its development are tremendous, so are the 

prizes it has to offer. 


Transportation, communications and power are the keys which will 
give access to the mineral wealth locked beneath the frozen surface of 
this far-flung northern wilderness. United Kingdom mining companies 
and manufacturers of mining equipment, power units, aircraft, 
vehicles, communication systems and others are likely to find increasing 
opportunities for worthwhile business as development of the Canadian 
North gains momentum. Although this is long range and very much 
in the future, it is those who are familiar with conditions in that area 
and who are in touch with early development that will reap the 
rewards which will be offered. 


A recent example of this was the initiative of Lobitos Oils Ltd. in 
pioneering the rush to secure oil reservations in the Arctic Archi- 
pelago — now considered an oil-rich area comparable with the fabulous 
Middle East fields. As a result, Lobitos secured the choicest of the 
reservations. 


A glance at a map of Canada serves to emphasize that, except for 
the Provinces of Alberta and Saskatchewan, the principal cities, 
industrial areas and concentrations of population are confined to a 
narrow strip of less than two hundred miles to the north of the 
Canadian-United States boundary. The farm lands of Alberta, 
Saskatchewan and Western Manitoba have extended development 
northward for another three hundred miles in those Provinces. 


One-Third of Canada 


Edmonton, 350 miles north of the United States border, and the 
capital of Alberta, is the most northerly city of its size in Canada. It 
has become known as “The Gateway to the North,’ for, because of its 
strategic location, most of the traffic into the north country is routed 
through Edmonton. One has to travel north from Edmonton for a 
distance of 450 miles to reach the 60th parallel of latitude which is the 
southern boundary of the vast Arctic and sub-Arctic area of Canada 
comprising the Northwest Territories. From thence it extends to the 
North within a few degrees of the North Pole and from the Yukon 
boundary in the West to Hudson Bay and thence north-east to include 
Baffin Island.

The Northwest Territories is one-third of the whole of Canada in 
area and covers 1-3 million square miles, or more than ten times the 
area of the British Isles. Yet the entire population is a mere 21,000, of 
which about two-thirds are Indian and Eskimo Canadians. 


As would be expected, the climatic conditions are severe during the 
long winters, although considerably ameliorated by the long hours of 
sunshine during the summer. North of the Arctic Circle the sun never 
sets during the height of summer; but nor does it rise in frigid mid- 
winter period. The characteristic of the Territories is a very short 
frost-free summer — with mean temperatures for June and July in the 
50 degrees F. range in the West, and, due to the cold Arctic water, 
some 10 degrees lower in the eastern part - and an extremely long 
and severe winter, sub-zero temperatures being general during 
January and February. Precipitation is low. In fact, the Arctic 
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Archipelago experiences only 3 inches to 15 pre annually. That 
part of the Northwest Territories to the north and east of Great Bear 
and Great Slave Lakes is low lying, barren and desolate, with innumer- 
able lakes which are frozen for eight months of the year. Much of the 
area is muskeg, i.e. marshland. 


Throughout the northern part of the Territories the ground is 
frozen permanently, a condition known as ‘permafrost’. This: posés a 
problem to all types of construction — buildings, roads and railways. 
The problem is most acute in the case of buildings, for over a period 
a heated structure will gradually thaw the permafrost and render the 
foundations unstable. Consequently special building techniques have 
been developed for anchoring buildings to piles driven into the 
permafrost. Also special techniques have been devised for water and 
sewage disposal systems, the pipes for which have to be carried in 
heated casings. 


Vast Mineral Wealth Potential 


The Northwest Territories are administered by a Commission and 
Council under the Federal Department of Northern Affairs and 
National Resources, with the former having limited jurisdiction over 
purely local matters and the latter exercising all residual powers. The 
seat of Government is Ottawa; the Commissioner for the Northwest 
Territories is also the Deputy Minister of Northern Affairs and 
National Resources. The administrative centres are Fort Smith in the 
south-west, the capital, and Inuvik in the north on the Mackenzie 
Delta. The latter is a new town, commenced in 1956 to replace 
Aklavik at a cost to date of some $50 million. In order to encourage 
development of the Territories the Canadian Government has under- 
taken an extensive programme during recent years of building roads, 
schools, hospitals, housing, diesel electric power stations, and water 
and sewage systems. 


Yellowknife, on the northern shore of Great Slave Lake and with a 
population of 3,500, is the largest settlement and the centre of mining 
activity. 

Norman Wells, on the Mackenzie River, about 70 miles south of 
the Arctic Circle, is the most northerly ‘oil town’ in Canada. The 
first oil well was drilled there in 1921-22, and although no further 
development followed until the Second World War, when the Norman 
Wells field provided crude oil for the famous Canol project, it now 
supplies the Territories with all its petroleum requirements except 
lubricants and high octane fuels. 


Cat-Trains 


The Northwest Territories is dependent mainly on water and air 
transportation. There are less than 3,000 miles of roads and no 
railways. The waterways, by which all heavy goods must be moved 
during the summer, are provided by the Mackenzie and Slave Rivers, 
and the two main lakes of Great Slave and Great Bear. These link 
most of the inland settlements of consequence, from Aklavik in the 
Mackenzie Delta to Fort Smith near the Alberta border. However, 
these waterways, extending for a distance of over 2,000 miles, are 
open to navigation for barely four months each year — from early June 
to early October. For the rest of the year the area is dependent on air 
transportation and the winter truck roads linking the main settlements 
in the Great Slave Lake area. More recently use has been made of an 
innovation known as ‘cat-trains’ -a number of sleighs drawn by 
powerful crawler tractors - to serve more remote points along the 
Mackenzie Basin. Cat-trains are used extensively by oil exploration 
and drilling parties. 

Within this vast terrain of barren tundra, lakes and marshlands 
fringed by a forest area to the west and south, is locked a wealth of 
mineral deposits awaiting exploitation. The Canadian Sedimentary 
Basin, which is the main source of the country’s oil and natural gas 
production, extends east of the Rocky Mountains from the Mackenzie 
Delta to the north-eastern boundary of Alberta. To the east of the 
Sedimentary Basin, but excluding the Arctic Archipelago, is the great 
Canadian Shield with its huge mineral potential. To the far north in 
the Arctic Islands, recent surveys indicate that it may well prove to 
be one of the richest oil producing areas in the world.

There is little doubt that the ore deposits of the area include lead, 
zinc, nickel, copper and other metals awaiting discovery and explora- 
tion. However, the key to development is cheap surface transportation 
throughout the year. 


New Development Project 


The spectacular development of the Siberian Arctic by the Soviet 
Union within recent years has served to emphasize to Canadians the 
importance of their frozen northern wilderness to the future of their 
country — a fact which the pleas for over a quarter of a century, of the 
intrepid band of ‘bush pilots’ who pioneered the air routes into the 
North and of the hardy breed of northern prospectors, had failed to 
impress on them. To 99 per cent. of Canadians, ‘the North’ is remote 
and unknown. It has been only within the last decade that the north- 
ward march from Alberta of the exploration and drilling operations of 
oil companies, the attention focussed on the North by the defence 
lines of radar stations and the increased attention given to the North- 
west Territories by the Federal Government have combined to impress 
upon the country the economic and strategic importance of that area. 


This has been reflected in the interest which has been stimulated by 
successive Northern Development Conferences sponsored jointly by 
the Alberta and Northwest Chamber of Mines and’ the Edmonton 
Chamber of Commerce. These conferences have brought together 
governmental, financial, industrial, mming and other interests for the 
purpose of giving impetus to northern development. The most 
successful of these was the National Northern Development Confer- 
ence held in September 1958. A report containing all the papers read 
at this meeting may be obtained at a cost of $3:00 from the Edmonton 
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Chamber of Commerce, to whom application should be made also for 
particulars of the next Northern Development Conference to be held 
in Edmonton, Alberta, in September 1961, at which the emphasis 
will be on transportation economics. 

Although the results have not been spectacular, these conferences 
have succeeded in arousing influential support for opening up the 
Canadian North. The Canadian Government is giving leadership in 
this field by embarking on a programme of road construction to give 
year-round access to settlements which previously could be reached 
only by air. 

Railway Project 

A project of significant importance to the North is a railway which 
will connect the rich Pine Point deposits of lead and zinc on Great 
Slave Lake to the railway systems of Alberta. It is expected that a 
start on this will be made within the next three years. 

United Kingdom manufacturers of engineering and capital goods, 
when considering the Canadian market as a whole, should not overlook 
the growing potential of the Northern Territories. Those firms with 
established branches or agents in Canada should ensure that their 
representatives keep in close touch with those bodies concerned with 
developments in these Territories. A few British manufacturers of 
mining equipment, etc., whose agents have paid periodic visits to the 
North have secured some useful business from the mining companies 
at Yellowknife and elsewhere, and British engines and generators 

* provide much of the power in that area. But there is scope for increasing 
business for those firms who have so far neglected the market and who 
have the right type of equipment to offer. The market is tough and 
the machinery supplied will need to be properly serviced and be able 
to stand up to the extreme conditions prevailing at times when 
temperatures drop to 60 degrees or more below zero. With the right 
organization and a determination to exploit this difficult market, 
British manufacturers can be assured of a profitable business.

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European Trading Relations Problem is Serious and Urgent 


one of the most serious and urgent that is facing British industry 

and the Government. The two European groups, the Six and 
the Seven, are now both established facts. The great question is, will 
they work together or drift apart?’ 


This was said by Mr. Reginald Maudling, President of the Board 
of Trade, when he spoke at a dinner of the East and West Ridings 
regions of the Federation of British Industries, in Leeds on May 13. 


The President said it would be a tragedy if they were to drift 
apart. We should see a growing disruption of natural trade patterns, 
a distortion and duplication of investment. We should see the pro- 
gressive weakening of the remarkable degree of European economic 
co-operation that had developed in the last ten years, and this would be 
bound to have political repercussions as well. On the other hand, the 
prize to be won by co-operation between the two groups was immense. 
Modern industrial development depended more and more upon mass 
markets. The more we could tear down barriers to trade within 
Western Europe, the greater would be the pace of European industrial 
development, and that would be of benefit not only to us but to the 
whole world. The two groups themselves would each furnish a basis 
for vigorous economic expansion in their respective member countries. 
The Six and the Seven represented progress but how much greater 
progress could be achieved by the co-operation of the two groups 
and the rest of the European nations. 


‘I am convinced that there is no need whatever for our two groups 
to move apart,’ continued the President. “There is no barrier to our 
co-operation that cannot, with determination and goodwill, be 
removed. It must be accepted that neither the Six nor the Seven have 
the will or desire to interfere with the natural development of the 
other. On the contrary, it seems undeniable that both groups will 
develop faster and more successfully along their own chosen lines if 
the problems of co-operation between them have been solved than 
if they are compelled to live in an atmosphere of dissension and 
division.’ 

The extensive discussion of these problems over the last few years 
had shown that there were no insoluble technical problems involved. 
There were difficulties, of course, in the field of agriculture, but these 
should not be incapable of rational solution as there was in practice 
far less fundamental difference in the attitude of the various European 
nations to agricultural policy than was often realized, and the need for 
confrontation of policy and co-operation in these matters was becoming 
steadily more widely recognized. Then there was the question of the 
harmonization of social policies. Here to, surely, recent experience 
showed that the possible problem of the distortion of competition 
arising from differences in social policy was in practice so small that 
it should not be impossible to get a rational solution. 


‘The most difficult problem undoubtedly was that posed by the 
existence or non-existence of a common tariff-—the fundamental 
difference between the Customs Union of the Six and the Free Trade 
Area of the Seven. It would be wrong to underestimate this difficulty. 
Particularly the outstanding problem for the United Kingdom was 
that of the system of duty-free entry for Commonwealth products, 
said Mr. Maudling. “This has for many years been a foundation of our 
world wide trading policy and I think reflection must show all the 
formidable difficulties that would stand in the way of any modification 
of it.’ 

There was, too, a very important political problem involved — the 
products of the under-developed countries in the Commonwealth. 
At the moment increasing emphasis was being laid upon the duty of 
the industrialized countries to help their less fortunate friends forward 
on the road to higher living standards. This could not be done by 
aid alone. There had to be trade too. It was not enough to provide 
money, we had also to be prepared to buy increasing quantities of the 
products of these countries for, unless we did this, the aid we gave 
them might be rendered useless. Already we in the United Kingdom 
adopted a free policy in these matters and, of course, it was a consider- 
able burden at times to British industries. Surely the right thing was 
to try and spread this policy and its burden rather than follow 
measures that would undermine the aid that the industrialized countries 
were giving to the under-developed nations by making it harder for

them to sell their goods. Any solution to the European tariff problem 
must, he suggested, take full account of this principle if it was to 
measure up to European responsibilities in the modern world. 

We strongly welcomed the new initiative taken by the Six and by 
the German Parliament to open discussions with the Seven. In a way 
it was better that the initiative should come from them for then there 
could be no suspicion that it was in any way designed to prejudice the 
operation of the Common Market. We certainly should be ready to 
respond in the spirit that the prize of European unity was so great 
that it behoved all of us to be prepared to make sacrifices to achieve it. 


The Wool Industry 


Mr. Maudling said he had seen suggestions recently that the 
Government neglected the interests of Yorkshire in general and the 
wool industry in particular. That was just not true. “We in the Board 
of Trade recognize just as clearly as you do the immense importance 
of Yorkshire industry, with its range, its strength and its diversity, 
to the economy as a whole and the very special contribution of the 
wool industry to our export trade. 


“This contribution lies not only in the remarkable foreign exchange 
earnings of the industry but also in the example that the wool trade 
is giving to British industry as a whole. The export percentage of the 
industry has been consistently excellent. What is of particular interest 
is the extent to which the exports are won by small and medium size 
firms. I cannot help feeling some concern at the extent to which the 
responsibility for British exports rests at present upon the bigger 
firms. Too many of the smaller and medium size firms think that 
they can leave exporting to their bigger brothers. This is quite wrong. 
If we are to get our maximum export effort we must see the 
spread over the whole of industry and the example of the wool trade 
is in this respect valuable and inspiring.’ 

The wool trade was remarkable for its combination of a fiercely 
competitive spirit with a keen sense of the virtues of co-operation. 
Hence the strength and outstanding quality of its trade representa- 
tion and also the fine record of labour relations of which it was justly 
proud. 


Yorkshire people liked to stand on their own feet and did not 
like too much interference from London. This meant that when help 
was asked for, we should be particularly ready and willing to give it, 
and that was, in fact, the case. “To take just one example, the United 
States tariff on wool. From the Prime Minister downwards, Ministers 
in the Government have continuously pressed on the United States 
administration the need for a re-negotiation of this tariff. We have 
done everything we possibly can and, as a result, negotiations will be 
opening soon. Whatever the result of them, you may be sure that 
throughout we shall keep in the closest touch with the trade and do 
everything in our power to safeguard the trade’s interests. The same 
is true of all our other international trade negotiations. We may not 
always get what you want and, no doubt, you will rightly continue to 
emphasize this to us, but it is certainly not for want of trying.’ 


EFTA Ministers Meet in Lisbon 


MR. REGINALD MAUDLING, President of the Board of Trade, and 
Mr. F. J. Erroll, Minister of State, Board of Trade, are representing 
the United Kingdom at the first meeting at Ministerial level of the 
Council of the European Free Trade Association which began ir: 
Lisbon yesterday and continues today. 

The Council has come into being following the ratification of the 
Stockholm Convention by the seven member countries on May 3. 
It met for the first time at official level on May 11 in Geneva, the 
Headquarters of the Association. 

At Lisbon the EFTA Council will review the progress made by the. 
Preparatory Committee which has been making the arrangements for 
the entry into force of the Convention and, in i , for the first 
tariff reduction of 20 per cent. which becomes on July 1, 1960. 
Ministers will also consider developments ing European 
trade problems since their last meeting in Vienna on 11-12, and 
the question of Finland’s relationship with the EPTA. r e 
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Mr. F. J. Erroll on Expanding Trade with Iran 
and Iraq 


MR. F. J. ERROLL, Minister of State, Board of Trade, who returned 
to London on Sunday following a 16-day visit to Iraq and Iran, spoke 
of the opportunities available for expanding trade between the United 
Kingdom and those countries at a press conference on Monday. 

Dealing with Iraq, the Minister said that the revolution of July 14, 
1958, marked the end of the period of British influence and the 

inning of a tendency to trade with Communist countries, par- 
ticularly ia. He found in Iraq many examples of Russian technical 
aid and assistance and there was also evidence of Eastern Bloc exports 
to Bagdad and other parts of the country. 

It was, however, stimulating to find that British exports to Iraq 
were holding their own extremely well; that the morale of the British 
businessman was so good; and that there was a desire to develop 
commercial relations between our two countries. 

‘I had an opportunity of meeting many Iraqi ministers, including 
the Prime Minister, General Qassim, and I was able to stress the 
importance that Britain attached to the improvement of trade relations 
between our two countries,’ added the Minister. 


In Iran, Mr. Erroll said he found a country which welcomed 
Britain as an ally, and there was a great deal of goodwill towards 
British commercial ventures. Several British firms were setting up 
plant for local manufacture of products for sale in Iran. 


The Minister of Commerce, Mr. Mansur, went out of his way to 
tell him how much he welcomed British investment of this sort, and 
he hoped that more British firms would take part in industrial under- 
takings in the country, said Mr. Erroll. 


Irdii Was an interesting country to visit because the authorities 
were using their oil revenues for the purpose of financing large scale 
development programmes throughout the country. These develop- 
ment programmes would provide an excellent opportunity for British 
suppliers, contractors and consulting engineers to participate. 

‘At the same time,’ he added, ‘one must not forget that there are 
other countries besides Britain who see a useful and worth-while 
market in Iran.’ The Minister gave West Germany, Denmark and 
other Western European countries as examples. ‘I am pleased that 
we are holding our own in Iran, but I would naturally like to see us 
doing rather better.’ 


The Minister said that in Iraq there was opportunity for expansion 
of British trade in the field of passenger cars and other vehicles, 
railway stock and equipment, and there was a great need for factory 
plant and agricultural equipment and implements. The country 
was also developing its electrical supplies which meant that orders 
might be gained by British manufacturers for generating plant, 
transformers and switchgear. 

The situation was similar in Iran, where a major roads programme 
was taking place. 

Mg.-Erroll said the various oil undertakings in Iraq and Iran were 


considerable buyers of equipment and Britain had a good reputation 
in this field. 


U.K. £12 million Loan to Nigeria 


THE UNITED KINGDOM is to make a loan of £12 million to Nigeria 
on the attainment of her independence on October 1. The loan is 
for the purchase of United Kingdom goods or services required for 
the development of the Nigerian economy, and is repayable by 
instalrments over 20 years. Documents giving effect to the Agreement 
were signed in London on Tuesday by the President of the Board of 
Trade, Mr. Reginald Maudling, as head of Export Credits Guarantee 
Department, and Chief Festus Okotie-Eboh, Nigerian Federal 
Minister of Finance. 


Assistant Official Receiver Appointed 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announce that Mr. James Ernest Friend has 


been appointed an Assistant Official Receiver for the Bankruptcy 
District of the County Courts of Birmingham, Coventry, Dudley, 
Hereford, Kidderminster, Leominster, Stourbridge, Walsall, War- 
wick, West Bromwich, Wolverhampton and Worcester. 

This appointment takes effect from May 16, 1960. 
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Meeting of Commonwealth Prime Ministers Ends 


THE MEETING OF Commonwealth Prime Ministers, the tenth since 
the war, ended in London on May 13. 


The communique issued at the conclusion included references to 
discussions on the world economic situation, European trade prob- 
lems, and the value of exchanges between Commonwealth countries 
of persons with specialized skills and experience. 


Following are extracts from the communique: 


‘The Ministers reviewed the world economic situation. They 
noted that, while in general the outlook was favourable, the economic 
expansion which had taken place since their last meeting had been 
greater in the industrialized countries of the Commonwealth than 
in the primary producing countries. They agreed that an important 
condition of the prosperity of these countries was their ability to 
develop their export trade. They also recognized the urgent need 
to maintain and, where possible, increase the flow of economic 
assistance to the less developed countries. They welcomed the decision 
to establish an International Development Association.’ 


“The Ministers discussed European trade problems. They expressed 
concern at the prospect of any economic division in Europe and its 
possible political implications. The countries of Europe form an 
important market for Commonwealth exports. The Ministers ex- 
pressed their hope that these countries would follow trade policies in 
accordance with the principles of the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and ‘Trade, and thus avoid damage to the economies of the primary 
producing countries and those that are also developing exports of 
manufactured goods. In addition, European countries have an im- 
portant contribution to make in assisting the economic development 
of the less advanced countries. The Ministers hoped that these 
problems could be speedily and satisfactorily resolved, with due 
regard to the interests of countries outside Europe.’ 


“The Ministers also re-affirmed their belief in the value of exchanges 
between Commonwealth countries of persons with specialized skills 
and experience. They agreed that further efforts should be made to 
foster and encourage these exchanges, whether on a regional or other 
basis, and that the Commonwealth Economic Consultative Council 
should take this question into urgent consideration. They trusted that 
employers in Commonwealth countries —- whether Government, 
statutory bodies or private companies —- would be ready, wherever 
possible, to encourage members of their staffs to undertake a period of 
public service abroad and would do their best to ensure that their 
prospects in their home countries would not thereby be prejudiced.’ 


North Wales Deputation Sees Mr. John Rodgers 


MR. JOHN RODGERS, Parliamentary Secretary, Board of Trade, 
received a deputation from the Denbighshire County Council and 
the Wrexham Borough and Rural District Councils on May 13. 
They expressed concern about the employment situation in the 
Wrexham area which, they claimed, was worse than unemployment 
statistics suggested, and asked that the area be designated as a Develop- 
ment District. 


The Parliamentary Secretary said that the Board of Trade were 
aware of the need for more jobs in Wrexham and would continue to 
bring its advantages, which were considerable, to the attention of 
suitable firms. He reminded the deputation that the criterion the 
Board of Trade had to apply in assessing the claims of an area to 
financial assistance under the Local Employment Act was the existence 
or threat of high and persistent unemployment. The rate of unemploy- 
ment in Wrexham was a good deal lower than would justify adding 
the area to the list of Development Districts. No substantial further 
redundancies were expected at local collieries in the foreseeable 
future and over 500 new jobs were already expected to accrue in the 
area during the next year or two as a result of manufacturing projects 
which were in hand or in prospect. Moreover, since the motor vehicle 
developments had been announced for Merseyside, industrialists had 
begun to take an increasing interest in the Wrexham area which, 
with its many valuable facilities, is unusually well situated to attract 
ancillary industry.

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Export Licences for Non-ferrous Metal Scraps 
Wastes and Residues 


THE] BOARD OF TRADE are prepared to consider applications to 
export 90 per cent. by weight of the usable metal content of imported 
non-ferrous metal scraps, wastes and residues which, after importation, 
have been subject to processing such as sorting and cleaning but not 
remelting in the United Kingdom, on the following conditions: 


(a) that the Board of Trade (Industries and Manufactures Depart- 
ment, Division 4) or in the case of aluminium, magnesium 
and titanium scrap, wastes and residues, the Ministry of 
Aviation (Air A.2 (LM) Department) are consulted in 
advance about any proposed transaction concerning the 
import of non-ferrous metal scraps, wastes and residues for 
re-export after processing and before any arrangements for 
purchase or sale are made; 

(b) that documentary evidence is produced to show that the 
material has been imported (e.g. certified true copy of the 
Customs Entry); 

(c) that a certificate is produced to show that the material to be 
exported is derived from the imported scrap; and 

(d) that a statement is given showing how the balance of the 
imported material is being sold to customers in the United 
Kingdom.

This Order revokes the temporary exemptions from import duty 
chargeable under the Import Duties Act, 1958, of the goods listed in 
the First Schedule, and provides that the goods listed in the Second 
Schedule shall be exempt from the duty until the specified dates.

Zirconium Sponge Temporarily Exempt 
from Import Duty 


THE BOARD OF TRADE announced on August 31, 1959, that they 
were considering an application for the exemption from import duty 
of zirconium sponge. 

The Board now announce that Her Majesty’s Government, having 
carefully considered all the available evidence, have reached the con- 
clusion that zirconium sponge should be temporarily exempt from 
import duty until January 1, 1961.

Annual Report on Bankruptcy and 
Deeds of Arrangement 


THE ANNUAL REPORT of the Board of Trade for 1959, which 
was published on Wednesday, shows that in 1959 the number of 
Receiving and Administration Orders in England and Wales rose to 
2,301, an increase of 51 over 1958. On the other hand the net number 
of Deeds of Arrangement registered in 1959 fell to 255, i.e. 21 less 
than in 1958 and the lowest figure for any year since 1950. 

The principal groups of trades affected were builders, retail grocers, 
farmers, retailers of hardware and electrical goods, hotel keepers and 
publicans and road haulage contractors. These six groups accounted 
for 774 failures as compared with 678 in 1958. The number of estates 
in which official and non-official trustees were released in 1959 
totalled 2,004 as compared with 2,166 in 1958 and 2,163 in 1957. 
Details of the final financial results of their administration are given. 

The Report also contains details of the result of 632 debtors’ 
applications for discharge dealt with during the year (487 in 1958); 
of the 150 prosecutions concluded in respect of bankruptcy and other 
offences reported by the Official Receivers (32 more than in 1958); of 
the Deeds of Arrangement registered in 1959 and of the 284 Deeds of 
rar aa in respect of which final accounts were rendered (355 
in ‘

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Provisional Figures of U.K. Trade in April 


UNITED KINGDOM exports in April were valued at £307-3 million, 
imports at £373-9 million and re-exports at £11-5 million. 

After eliminating normal seasonal variation, United Kingdom 
exports in the three months February, March and April, were 2 per 
cent. more than in the three months, November 1959 to January 
1960, and 9 per cent. more than the average for the year 1959. 

On the same basis, imports were 24 per cent. more in February- 
April than in November-January and 12 per cent. more than the 
average for the year 1959. 

Seasonally adjusted monthly average re-exports in February-April 
amounted to £10 million, compared with £11 million in November- 
January and {11 million for the year 1959 as a whole.

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Progress Report on New York Exhibition 


Mi ions of dollars’ worth of Britain’s finest industrial products 
are now on their way by sea and air to New York for display in the 
British Exhibition, which the Duke of Edinburgh is to open in the 
Coliseum on June 10. The slogan of the exhibition, which runs till 
June 26, is “Your chance to visit Britain —-in New York,’ and it is 
hoped to attract hundreds of thousands of visitors, as well as tens of 
thousands of buyers, from not only the United States but also Canada 
and Central and South America. 


The exhibition is sponsored jointly by the Dollar Exports Council, 
of which Lord Rootes is chairman, and the Federation of British 
Industries, of which Mr. W. H. McFadzean is president, and is 
staged by British Overseas Fairs Ltd., the exhibition company of 
F.B.I. Its joint patrons are the Queen and President Eisenhower, 
and the honorary president is Mr. Harold Macmillan, the Prime 
Minister. Sir Norman Kipping, chairman of British Overseas Fairs 
Ltd., gave a progress report of the arrangements at a Press conference 
in London on Tuesday. 


This comprehensive display by British industry, the first ever held 
on the American continent, will fill the entire Coliseum building, 
New York’s largest exhibition centre — 400,000 square feet on four 
floors. There will be displays by more than 300 exhibitors covering 
22 principal categories of capital and consumer goods, in addition to 
an 18,000 square feet special Government exhibit provided by the 
Board of Trade and a combined display with B.O.F. comprising 
some 50 exhibits chosen as most illustrative of British scientific and 
technical achievement. 


There will also be prestige displays by the Bermuda Trade Develop- 
ment Board, the British Broadcasting Corporation, British European 
Airways and British Overseas Airways Corporation, the British Iron 
and Steel Federation, the British shipbuilding industry, the British 
Travel Association, the Committee of London Clearing Bankers, the 
General Post Office, Lloyd’s of London, the Port of London Authority, 
and the Royal Mint. Among the organizations providing information 
bureaux are the development councils of Northern Ireland, Scotland 
and Wales. 


The policy committee, in addition to Lord Rootes, Mr. W. H. 
McFadzean, Sir Norman Kipping and Mr. W. P. N. Edwards, 
consists of Sir Hugh Stephenson, British Consul General in New 
York; Mr. I. P. Garran, Commercial Minister of the British Embassy 
in Washington; Sir Alexander Brackenridge, chairman of the New 
York Liaison Committee for the Exhibition; and Sir Francis Evans, 
former British Consul General in New York. 


Historical Treasures 


Shipments to New York include historical treasures as well as 
industrial and scientific exhibits — gold cups used by Queen Elizabeth I 
and Queen Elizabeth II (Worshipful Company of Goldsmiths); a 
sheet of ‘Penny Black’ stamps (G.P.O.); examples of British coinage 
over eight centuries (Royal Mint); the earliest known Goldsmith’s 
note, precursor of the banknote (Clearing Bankers); a casualty book 
recording the loss of the “Titanic’ (Lloyd’s). The G.P.O. exhibits 
alone are worth one and a half million dollars and special security 
precautions will be taken throughout their transit to and from New 
York and display there. 


Industrial design and the achievements of British artist-craftsmen 
in the post-war period are strongly represented. An exhibition by 
British Artist Craftsmen, containing 200 examples of current design 
in ceramics, embroideries, tapestries, rugs, enamels, stained glass, 
bookbindings, ecclesiastical sculpture and metal work, which has 
already drawn hundreds of thousands of visitors during its 18-month 
tour of museums in 11 United States centres, will have its New York 
showing at the exhibition. The Council of Industrial Design will 
show 300 selected examples of contemporary design and will also 
give the first overseas display of the 1960 Duke of Edinburgh awards. 

Apart from the hundreds of senior executives from British industry 
who plan to visit New York to make personal contact with customers, 
New York will see some of Britain’s most picturesque representatives 
of tradition — waiters from Lloyd’s, British barmaids, a toastmaster, 
and trumpeters of the Household Cavalry, who will be appearing at 
the opening of the exhibition as well as at the Tattoo and Tournament.

THE BRITISH LEATHER INDUSTRY is concentrating on London 

during the last week in May to present leather for shoes at two trade 

a the British Upper Leather Fair and the British Sole Leather 
air. 

These fairs will provide an opportunity for buyers from home and 
overseas to see a comprehensive range featuring the variety and 
versatility of British shoe-making leathers. Both fairs will be staged 
concurrently at the St. Ermin’s Hotel, Caxton Street, London, S.W.1, 
from May 24-26. They are organized by the United Tanners’ Federa- 
tion, 17-19 Barter Street, London, W.C.1. 


Fifty-nine upper and lining leather producers will exhibit at the 
Upper Leather Fair, which is timed to provide shoe designers with 
an early opportunity to inspect the full range of upper and lining 
leathers that will be available for the footwear fashion of Spring 1961. 
Many tanners are concentrating their resources on producing softer, 
more supple leathers to satisfy an increasing demand for even more 
lightweight, flexible shoes. Side leather assumes the qualities of calf, 
calf leather reproduces the silky soft texture of kid and kid itself 
appears more delicately soft and supple than ever before. 


=== BRITAIN’S LEATHER EXPORTS === 


The United Kingdom is the largest exporter of leather in the 

world; in 1959, £19 million worth of leather was exported, repre- 

senting an increase of nearly 30 per cent. over 1958, and equivalent 

to approximately 20 per cent. of the industry’s annual production. 

Of these exports, £9 million worth went to Western European 

countries while over £6 — worth was exported to North 
merica. 


The creative shoe designer, seeking inspiration from colour and 
texture, will find his stimuli at the fair. For there he will see for the 
first time the colours that the trade predict will animate the fashion 
scene next spring. 


Advances in dyeing and finishing techniques have made possible 
the production of leathers in an infinite variety of subtle shades and 
this has created a new dimension in shoe design and shoe merchandis- 
ing. Shoes are given a ‘personality’ by their makers and the call from 
individua! shoe manufacturers for delicately different leathers they 
can call their own is willingly satisfied by the tanners as part of their 
service to the shoe industry. 


The range of textures and surface treatments grows steadily. A 
multitude of finishes will be exhibited at the fair, including new 
versions of metallic treatments and glowing pearlized effects achieved 
by the application of real mother of pearl in the form of a powder 
ground to the consistency of talc, suspended in solution. New textural 
treatments include variations of shrunken and drawn grains and printed 
surfaces which, cross permutated with colour and types of leather, 
gives an infinite choice. 


Kid Leather Industry 


The British kid leather industry will be strongly represented; 
leathers are to be exhibited by 15 kid producing tanneries. These 
firms can be expected to excel in the range and variety of their new 
creations for fashion afoot next spring. Always renowned for comfort, 
kid, either smooth, grained or sueded, is also ideally suited to 
delicately styled shoes of lightweight construction following the latest 
fashion trend. Glace kid is a fashion leader and gives a brilliant 
depth of colour to both jewel and pastel tones. 


Buyers will be impressed by the ever-widening variation of British 
calf upper leathers. Improved tanning processes enable the translation 
of calf into an ever-increasing range of footwear, from all-leather 
brogues to light-as-air court shoes. Rich aniline dyed calf is ever 
popular for courts and casuals and for men’s shoes, and the public is 
becoming increasingly aware of the natural beauty of this leather. 
The smooth, matt effect of some of the newest variations of waxed 
calf should lend themselves admirably to the pastels of next spring. 


The general trend towards softness and suppleness persists in 
lining leathers, and tanners have been quick to realize the increased 
importance of colour in this section of the industry. Their improved 
ranges of these leathers, which offer the shoe designer a choice of 
matching or contrasting lining in any shade of shoe, should do much 
to stimulate eye-appeal buying. 


Sole Leather 

The British Sole Leather Fair will comprise an impressive concentra- 
tion of some 40 tanners, cut sole firms and factors, all eager to persuade 
the shoe industries of the world that leather, with all its latest develop- 
ments, is still the best soling material. Many manufacturers have 
concentrated on the impregnation of sole leather with a variety of 
water repellents and have achieved a greatly improved measure of 
waterproofness in their products. Development has also taken place 
in the production of harder wearing sole leather and buyers at the 
fair will be afforded a choice of guarantees of proven wear. 

Wide ranges of insole and welting leathers will also be included in 
many displays. Also on view will be sole leather tanned by the oak 
bark process, of particular interest to the high-class repairer and 
bespoke shoemaker. A new development is the introduction of cut 
soles, reinforced at the wear-points with rubber plugs, thus retaining 
all the advantages of leather, plus the wear resistance of rubber. 


U.K. Toy Display in Australia 
THE BOARD OF TRADE, in conjunction with the British Toy 
Manufacturers Association, is staging a display of British toys at the 
Toy Fair opened in Melbourne, Australia, on May 16 for six days. 
The United Kingdom display covers 2,500 square feet and incor- 
porates the products of 30 British toy manufacturers in individual 


| ' sections staffed by the Australian agents of the British firms. The stand 


has been designed by the Central Office of Information in London. 

Australia is Britain’s largest toy customer. Last year her imports of 
British toys totalled £1,023,000 (sterling) — just under a sixth of 
Britain’s total toy exports. 

This is the first collective British toy display there. It follows one 
organized on similar lines with the Board of Trade at Nuremberg, 
Germany, earlier this year, and displays at the International Toy and 
Trades Fair in New York last year and the year before. 


New Materials Exhibition 


AN EXHIBITION of new building materials based on the Building 
Centre’s ‘Monthly List of New Materials’ was opened at the Building 
Centre on May 17 by Lord John Hope, Minister of Works. The 
exhibition closes on May 28. 

About fifty new products made available only in the last few 
months are being exhibited. 


Sales and Production of Gramophone Records 
in March 
MANUFACTURERS’ sales of gramophone records in March were 
valued at £1,225,000 which was 61 per cent. more than in March 
1959; export sales were 36 per cent. more than a year ago. Sales in 
the first quarter of this year were {3-8 million; 28 per cent. more 
than in the corresponding period in 1959. 

In March the production of 45 r.p.m. records was 75 per cent. 
more and 334 r.p.m. records 43 per cent. more than in March 1959, 
while 47 per cent. fewer 78 r.p.m. records were produced. 

In the first quarter of this year 54 per cent. more 45 r.p.m. records 
and 39 per cent. more 33} r.p.m. records were produced than in the 


same period of 1959, but 67 per cent. fewer 78 r.p.m. records were 
produced.

E 1960 International Instruments, Electronics and Automation 
Exhibition at Olympia, London, from May 23 to 28, is the third 
of its kind to be held. The first, which was limited to British 
Exhibitors, was in 1957. Since that pilot exhibition, the major target 
of its organizing committee has been achieved — to make London the 
principal market place for the kind of equipment on which the present 
surge of scientific discovery and industrial output is hinged. The 


International ‘I.E.A.’ is now the largest exhibition of its kind in the 
world. 


The first exhibition occupied one hall at Olympia, and had about 
200 exhibitors. This year’s exhibition has a total stand space of 
150,000 square feet, and the number of participating firms approaches 
500, of whom nearly one in four are from overseas countries. United 
States industries are well represented, and there are exhibitors from 
France, West Germany, Austria, Belgium, Denmark, Italy, Switzer- 
land, Holland and — from the other side of the ‘curtain’ — East Ger- 
many, Poland and Czechoslovakia. 


This year’s exhibition was officially welcomed in a message from 
Lord Hailsham, Minister for Science. In it he said ‘As Minister for 
Science I am happy to send my best wishes for the Instruments, 
Electronics and Automation Exhibition to be held in May. Nothing 
can be more important for the application of scientific discoveries to 
our industrial life than that managements should be able to see for 
themselves the vast range and ingenuity of the instruments and control 
devices now available to them. This Exhibition is an excellent means 
of promoting that knowledge and it will, I am sure, be even more 
impressive than its predecessors. 


‘I am glad to learn too, that the Exhibition is to be international in 
character with a large representation of overseas exhibitors. This shows 
a healthy confidence in the high international repute of British 
instruments and a no less healthy recognition that we can learn from 
the achievements of our international competitors and they from ours.’ 


The three faces of the Instruments, Electronics and Automation 
Exhibition are difficult to separate; to decide where one ends and the

next begins; to say which firm operates in which field. To gain a 
picture of the industrial and commercial applications to which the 
products of exhibitors are put, one can look at the six trade associations 
which have linked themselves together to produce the I.E.A., the most 
comprehensive exhibition of its kind in the world. 


They are the British Electrical and Allied Manufacturers Associa- 
tion; the British Industrial Measuring and Control Apparatus Manu- 
facturers Association; the British Lampblown Scientific Glassware 
Manufacturers Association; the Drawing Office Material Manufac- 
turers and Dealers Association; the Electronic Engineering Association 
and the Scientific Instrument Manufacturers Association of Great 
Britain. 

(The Drawing Office Material Manufacturers and Dealers’ Associa- 
tion have produced this year’s Organizing Committee Chairman, 
Mr. Charles Hanrott.) 

It is largely due to the strides made by these specialized industries 
in recent years that industrial output in almost every field has increased 
rapidly. Certainly it has in those industries which were among the 
first to take full advantage of the technological advances being made. 
Notable is the Motor Car industry, in which the word automation has 
come to have a practical meaning much sooner than in other indus- 
tries — although there are notable exceptions (the manufacture of oil, 
fuels, paper, cement are some in which human participation is small 
in relation to the amount of capital equipment). 

The development of new instruments such as particle accelerators, 
electron microscopes, cathode ray oscilloscopes, photo multipliers and 
television channels have led to the opening up of whole new fields of 
scientific knowledge. Equipment of all these types will be on show at 
the I.E.A. Exhibition, although they represent only some of the more 
complex instruments now being made. The dials on a baker’s oven or 
the dashboard of a jet airliner are just as much a part of the output of 
the British instruments industry. 

Unlike the instruments industry, which may still in some of its 
facets successfully operate on principals and ideas many years old,

the electronics industry is very much of a youngster. As an industry, 
in fact, it emerged only during the last war. Among the electronics 
exhibitors at the I.E.A. are some which by any yardstick are now large 
concerns — yet they are only ten to fifteen years old, having been born 
in a cluster of nissen huts at the end of the war. 

Writing of instruments in a message to the I.E.A., Professor J. D. 
McGee, professor of Instrument Technology at the Imperial College 
of Science and Technology, said ‘It is largely due to the great develop- 
ment in the variety and sensitivity of instruments that we are able to 
understand the physical world and to control our environment so 
effectively and, on the whole, beneficially. 

“Whether we think of the simple instrument panel of our family 
car or the vast array of instruments on the flight deck of a modern 
airliner, we must realize that the complex industrial civilization which 
we enjoy could not continue without instruments. 

‘At one time, the instruments did little more than register or report 
measurements; now they are coming more and more, not only to 
register, but to initiate corrective action, as a result of the measure- 
ments.’ 

Of Automation, Mr. H. H. Jeffries, Director of Manufacture, Ford 
Motor Co. Ltd., said that: 

“The word “‘automation”’ is new: its principles are not; and now that 
the mild hysteria of a few years ago has died down, society is becoming 
aware of the great new possibilities that the intelligent application of 
this science can bring — increased leisure, increased material welfare 
and greater dignity for the individual. Machines were always intended 
to be the servants of man and, as Einstein has said: ‘“‘Ultimate auto- 
mation based upon atomic power could make our modern industries 
look as primitive as the methods of the Stone Age men look to us now. 
If we look hopefully upon the shape of things to come, we can visualize 
automation gs the greatest single blessing man has ever known’”’ ’. 


Advantages of Electronic Control 


Viscount Chandos has written “The advantages of electronic control 
over mechanical control in the factory are very great. It is flexible, it 
can be used over great distances, it permits the operator to work in 
safe and congenial surroundings. We have now in many fields of 
electrical and chemical engineering to control highly toxic materials, 
metals or gases: beryllium is a random example. The use of beryllium 
in nuclear reactors would be almost impossible if we could not use 
electronic control of the processes in the laboratory as well as in the 
reactor itself. When these reactors are put into service, electronic or 
remote control becomes essential because you are dealing with highly 
radio-active substances.’

By nature the individual exhibitors range from groups of companies 
sharing large stands and capable collectively of providing complete 
control systems for factories, refineries and éven nuclear power 
stations down to small back room firms specializing in the ‘one off’ 
production of sub-miniature equipment for research groups. 

Most of Britain’s leading manufacturers of data processing equip- 
ment will be showing the digital and analogue computers which are 
making light work of a thousand routine bulk calculation problems. 
One of the exhibitors makes Europe’s fastest computer, which can 
add and subtract at speeds up to one thirty-six millionth of a second 
and read or write from magnetic tape at four and a half million words 
a minute. 

Some exhibitors are selling digital computers to both the United 
States and to Russia, and in hand for overseas buyers are nearly two 
hundred digital computers. These figures do not include orders for 
the less flexible analogue computer. 

At the other end of the scale in terms of the physical size of products 
are the manufacturers of transistors — tiny pieces of equipment which 
in replacing the traditional valve have made possible the ‘shrinking’ of 
what were once expensive and unwieldy electronic systems. Indeed, 
the transistor has made possible the computer as it is today. Once 
expensive themselves, transistors are becoming cheaper as production 
facilities for them are growing. By the end of this year, it is calculated, 
British output of transistors will have quadrupled the figures of five 
years ago.

While much of the equipment to be seen at Olympia can — either as 
it is or with slight modifications — be put to work in dozens of indus- 
tries — a considerable amount of it has been designed for special and 
sometimes subtle purposes; clocks of so accurate a standard of time 
that they will neither gain nor lose a second in a hundred years; 
corrosion detectors which will detect corrosion no more than a 
millionth of an inch thick; tape recorders built to survive an aircraft 
crash — and report afterwards what went wrong. 

Intriguing exhibits, too, are diamonds only one ten millionth of an 
inch, used for producing a mirror finish to metals and ceramics and 
gold plated spanners for use in instrument circuits where the magnetic 
balance must not be upset. 

Between the limits of product — on one hand, enough to fill a room, 
and on the other small enough to be examined through a microscope, 
are thousands of other products designed to aid almost every industrial 
and commercial — and academic — activity of society.

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Further Rise in Retail Stocks in March 


RETAIL stocks at the end of March were at a very high level, the 
value being as much as 10 per cent. greater than a year earlier. Part 
of this increase rnay be explained by goods on hand for the Easter 
trade, Easter not coming until the second week in April as compared 
with the fourth week in March last year. After making an estimated 
allowance for this, however, and for seasonal factors elsewhere in the 
series, there was still a significant rise in the underlying trend in 
March; and over the first quarter as a whole there was a substantial 
increase. Stocks had risen in December (after allowing for seasonal 
factors) but prior to that they had shown little change for nearly 
six months. The increase on a year earlier at the end of March was 
widely spread, affecting the stocks of all the main groups of shop.

MANUFACTURERS’ sales of made-up clothing in March were 
10 per cent. more than a year earlier, but the Easter holidays fell in 
March last year. In all sectors of the industry output was higher, and 
there were increases in sales of women’s and girls’ tailored 
outerwear and of overalls and men’s shirts, underwear, etc. 

In the first quarter sales were 9 per cent. more than in the correspond- 
ing period last year. Sales of dresses, lingerie, infants’ wear, etc., were 
15 per cent. more and of overalls and men’s shirts, underwear, etc., 
13 per cent. more than in the first quarter of 1959. Sales of women’s 
and girls’ outerwear, however, which in January and February had 
been less than a year earlier, were 2 per cent. more.

month , but not for holidays or other seasonal factors.

Kuwait Lanterns for Rhodesia Capital 


Associated Electrical Industries announced recently that 100 
Siemens Ediswan Kuwait fluorescent lanterns have been rushed to 
Salisbury, Rhodesia, to light one of the capital’s main thoroughfares 
in time for the Queen Mother’s visit in May. It is stated that this 
project has been made possible by two factors — the speed with which 
the order was put through, accepted and finally shipped, and the 
versatility of the Kuwait Unitary System which permits up to 150 
different types of lantern to be quickly assembled from a standard 
range of parts. For the lighting to be installed and working by May 11 
the lanterns had to be in Salisbury by the first days of April. Associated 
Electrical Industries Export was cabled in London and immediately 
orders were issued to the A.E.I. factory at Spennymoor in Co. Durham, 
to draw from stock sufficient Kuwait Unitary system parts for 100 
5-ft. lanterns employing four 80 watt fluorescent tubes to be assembled. 


Oil Pipeline in Borneo 

A number of British firms are playing a part in the construction of 
a 160-mile pipeline to run from the Tandjoeng oilfields in South-East 
Borneo to the port of Balik Papan. The pipeline is being built for 
De Bataafsche Internationale Petroleum Maatschappij, NV., of The 
Hague, on behalf of the Royal Dutch Shell Group. Construction of 
the pipeline is being undertaken by William Bros. — Constructors 
John Brown Ltd., of London. Equipment to be used includes SAE 300 
diesel engine-driven welding units supplied by the Lincoln Electric 
Co. Ltd., and cylinder fittings and gauges manufactured by British 
Industrial Gases Ltd. Both American and British oxygen and acetylene 
cylinders will be in use. Since much of the work will take place in the 
Borneo bush —- which involves considerable supply problems, it is 
essential to be able to use all of the cylinders with any of the welding 
equipment. To make this possible, British Industrial Gases are 
supplying a number of adaptors. Construction of the pipeline, which 
is of 20 inch diameter, wil] be completed in about two years’ time. 


Caterpillar Tractors for Cuba 


An order for £1,250,000 worth of Caterpillar D8H tractors, fitted 
with hydraulic bulldozers, has been placed by the Institute Nacional 
De Reforms Agraria of Havana with Bowmaker (Plant) Ltd., of 
Willenhall. The order, which was obtained in the face of world-wide 
competition from other manufacturers, is for immediate delivery 
and must be completed by the end of September 1960. The order 
will be carried out in its entirety at Caterpillar’s Glasgow factory, 
using British steel and many parts fabricated in the Midlands. 


Transductor for Holland 


Gresham Transformers Ltd., Hanworth, Middlesex, have just 
built what is believed to be the world’s largest electro-magnetic 
control system or transductor. 


The equipment, weighing over 20 tons, will be used in conjunction 
with germanium rectifiers manufactured by Westinghouse Brake & 
Signal Company Limited, to control an output current of 12,000 
amperes, and will be used for research work in Holland. The value 


of the order is £17,500. 


Mobile Crane for France 


At Lacq, in the South of France, is situated the biggest Petro- 
Chemical centre in Europe — the Complexe de Lacq of the Societe 
Aquitainechimie. This group of works produces in one area the full 
range of Petro-chemicals from synthetic rubber to natural gas pro- 
ducing alone two-thirds of France’s gas requirements. This under- 
taking selected a British crane, the Jones KL 12-20, against very 
strong international competition. The crane, a comparatively new 
model, is stated to have various advanced features such as hydraulically- 
assisted steering, four-wheel hydraulic brakes and four-wheel drive, 
in addition to the Jones diesel/mechanical transmission. It also 
includes an articulated front axle, and all controls including steering, 
are finger-tip operated with servo-assistance. 
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One of the biggest multi-colour printer slotters outside America 


has been installed at Zewa Faltkistenwerk, Mannheim/Rheinau, 
Germany. It was made and installed by Henry Simon Ltd, Stockport, 
manufacturers of the Simon-Hooper range of corrugated container 
machinery. The new machine prints in three colours at one pass and 
handles corrugated fibreboard sheets up to 60 in. x 140 in., or a maxi- 
mum of 75 in. x 140 in. when the skip feed is employed. It slots, creases 
and prints up to 160 sheets a minute and is equipped for die-cutting. 
The total weight is nearly 40 tons. 


Mineral Processing Plant for India 


Edgar Allen & Co. Ltd., of Sheffield, have received an order for 
raw magnesite preparation equipment through the International 
Construction Co. Ltd., London, for installation at Salem, India. The 
plant includes a jaw crusher for the reduction of raw materials, a 
gyratory crusher, screens, feed tables, and a Stag ball mill fitted with 
Edgar Allen Cromax steel grinding plate reducing the product to 
90 per cent. passing 30 B.S.S. 


British Buses for Hong Kong 


Leyland Motors Ltd., have announced that the good performance of 
a bus used for demonstration purposes in Hong Kong has helped 
Albion Motors Ltd., of Scotstoun, to obtain a large order for 100 buses 
from the Kowloon Motor Bus Co. (1933) Ltd. The order calls for 
100 Albion Victor bus chassis powered by 94 h.p. Leyland 0.350 
diesel engines. They have a wheelbase of 17 ft. 3 in., which provides 
ample space for a conventional 40-41 seater body. 


‘Monophoto’ Filmsetter for Germany 


A ‘Monophoto’ Filmsetter, designed and manufactured in the 
United Kingdom by The Monotype Corporation Ltd., was recently 
installed at Oscar Brandstetter K.G., Wiesbaden. This is reported to 
be the first filmsetting machine in Germany and the order was secured 
against competition from American-built machines. A second machine 
is shortly to be installed at the Academy for Graphic Arts at Munich. 
Filmsetting is a new process for the mechanical composition of type 
matter. In simple terms, it photographs letters directly on to film, 
whereas the conventional typesetting machines actually cast type in 
hot metal. The first ‘Monophoto’ filmsetter was exported to the 
United States just over three years ago, and since then they have been 
installed in a number of other countries including Australia, Belgium, 
France, Holland, Persia and South Africa. 


Diesel Engines for Germany 


A £35,000 order for four-cylinder diesel engines for use in United 
States-designed, German-built fork lift trucks has been placed by a 
German firm with Perkins Engines Ltd., of Peterborough. The 
engines — Perkins Four 203 rated at 55 b.h.p. at 2,200 r.p.m. - are to 
be fitted in Clarklift 24 and 3} ton fork lift trucks manufactured by 
Ruhr Intrans Hubstapler G.m.b.H. of Mulheim. The fork lifts with 
Perkins engines were exhibited at the Hanover Fair.

first quarter of this year was slightly above 3 per cent. This rate of 
increase corresponds to the average quarterly growth in the volume 
of our exports since the first quarter of last year, the increase over the 
four quarters being about 14 per cent. The increase in the first quarter 
of 1960 was largely due to larger exports of vehicles and non-electrical 
machinery; these two groups of manufactured goods together with 
iron and steel and chemicals were also the largest contributors to the 
general increase over the corresponding quarter of 1959. 


The import price index was unchanged in the first quarter of this 
year and the export price index rose by one point, bringing the terms 
of trade down to 90, the same level as a year ago when the import and 
export price indices were both two points lower than they are now. 


The index numbers of volume of United Kingdom external trade 
given in Tables 2 to 5 continue the series of indices calculated on the 
base year 1954, which were introduced in articles in the Board of 
Trade Journal of December 10, 1955, and May 19, 1956, while Table 1 
below gives quarterly import and export prices and terms of trade 
indices derived from the monthly index numbers which are regularly 
published in the Board of Trade Journal. The method of constructing 
these latter index numbers was described in the Board of Trade 
Journal of May 2nd, 1958.

Aycliffe Trading Estate 

A Member asked what recent consultations the department had 
had with firms wishing to come to the Aycliffe Trading Estate; and 
what were the prospects in this respect. 

In reply Mr. Rodgers said that the Board of Trade were prepared to 
see more industry at Aycliffe and Industrial Development Certificates 
would be granted to firms wishing to develop there. There had been 
only one recent inquiry. 

He was also asked if his attention has been drawn to the recent 
redundancies that had taken place there, and what were the prospects 
of these people finding employment. 





Output of Cotton Industry in First Quarter 


THE VOLUME of production in the cotton industry in March was 
12 per cent. more than a year earlier, but some of this increase can 
be attributed to reduced production in March 1959 owing to Easter 
holidays. In the first quarter of this year output was 9 per cent. more 
than in the same quarter last year; there was a similar increase in 
the fourth quarter of 1959. 


According to figures issued by the Cotton Board, the daily rate of 

weaving production in March was about 1 per cent. more than in 
March 1959. In the first quarter, output of cloth woven in the industry 
was 7 per cent. more than a year ago, the percentage increase in man- 
made fibre and mixture cloth being about double that of cotton cloth. 
The rate of single yarn output in March was the same as in February 
and 6 per cent. more than in March last year. In the first quarter 
production of single yarn was 9 per cent. more than a year ago. In 
the same period output of doubled yarn was 17 per cent. more.

BOARD OF TRADE JOURNAL 


Questions Asked and Answered in Parliament 


Below is a selection of questions of interest to industry asked and answered in Parliament. 









He said some redundancies at particular factories on an estate of this 
size were from time to time inevitable. At the time the redundancies 
were partially offset by increased employment in other factories on the 
estate, and during April there was an improvement in the total 
numbers employed there. Further increases were expected. 


Consumer Protection 


Asked whether he would consider setting up a national council for 
consumer protection and information, Mr. Rodgers said the President 
would consider this possibility in the light of the advice which the 
Committee on Consumer Protection eventually offered him. 


Provision of Industry in North 

Questioned on what measures he now had in view for the provision 
of industry in the northern region, where 72 per cent. of the area was 
excluded from the Local Employment Act, and where the numbers of 
unemployed boys under 18 years of age remained high and persistent, 
and had inc since March 14, Mr. Rodgers said that the Board of 
Trade would continue to do all they could to encourage firms to set 
up in those parts of the Northern Region where the need for new 
industry was greatest. 


Information on Second-hand Cars 


The President was asked what use was being made of the facility 
arranged by his Department for permitting Citizens’ Advice Bureaux 
to obtain details from Hire Purchase Information Ltd., on any agree- 
ment that might exist in relation to second-hand vehicles being 
offered for sale. 


In reply Mr. Rodgers said he was informed that over the past two 
months Hire Purchase Information Limited had answered some six 
inquiries a day from the Citizens’ Advice Bureaux, and that over 50 per 
cent. of the inquiries received had been in respect of motor vehicles 
still the subject of current hire-purchase agreements. On this showing 
he considered the provision of this service well worth while. 


Wiring of Imported Electric Goods 

The President was questioned as to the wiring of all imported 
electrical appliances in accordance with the British Standards Colour 
Code, and was asked what progress was being made towards the adop- 
tion of the European code of coloured cables for domestic electrical 
appliances; and whether he would either prohibit the importation 
of foreign appliances or introduce regulations to impose informative 
markings on all such appliances, until such time as an international 
agreement was concluded. 

In reply Mr. Rodgers said he understood that there were good 
prospects of final agreement on a new European standard during this 
month. He had no powers at present to impose such prohibitions or 
regulations as was suggested; the recommendations of the Committee 
on Consumer Protection in this and other respects were now under 


consideration by the Home Secretary and the President of the Board 
of Trade.

Parliamentary Questions (Continued) 


Mr. Maudling replied that the Minister of State was holding a 
series of meetings with representatives of industries to consider what 
more could be done by industry and by Government to increase our 
exports. Whether the specific measures suggested would benefit 
exports depended on the particular circumstances. 


Packaging Goods for Export 

The President was asked what guidance he was giving to British 
exporters with regard to the importance of the proper packaging of 
goods for export. 

Mr. Maudling said he was grateful for having attention drawn to 
this important matter. It was not for the Government to give expert 
advice, but exporters had available the excellent services provided by 
the Institute of Packaging and the Printing and Allied Trades 
Research Association. 


Assistance under the Distribution of Industry Acts 


The President was asked about the arrangements between the 
Board of Trade and firms receiving assistance under the Distribution 
of Industry Acts. 

f" In reply he said it had been and would continue to be the practice 
that assistance under the Distribution of Industry Acts and under 
the Local Employment Act was covered by contractual agreements. 
Agreements under which assistance was given by the Board of Trade 





or by the Treasury before the coming into force of the Local Employ- 
ment Act were preserved by the provisions of Section 28 of that Act. 


Development in North-East 


The President said there had been so far 16 preliminary applica- 
tions for assistance under the Local Employment Act for development 
in the north-east. In addition, there had been about 150 inquiries 
from firms who appeared to be interested. 


Royal Ordnance Factory, Liverpool 


The President was asked in view of the anticipated closure of the 
Royal Ordnance Factory, Liverpool, by December 1960, what steps 
he had taken to ensure the continued use of this well-equipped and 
easily adaptable factory for other purposes. 


He replied that subject to other use by Government Departments 
and to pre-emptive rights, the factory would be recommended to 
suitable firms seeking new production space. 


German and Belgian Ammonium Sulphate Exports 


Asked what amounts the German and Belgian manufacturers of 
ammonium sulphate had agreed to raise their export prices consequent 
upon the consideration of the application for an anti-dumping duty, 
Mr. Maudling replied that exporters in both countries had undertaken 
to increase their export prices to the United Kingdom by £2 10s. 
per ton.

THE PRESIDENT of the Board of Trade, Mr. Reginald Maudling, 
and the Prime Minister of Australia, Mr. R. G. Menzies, addressed 
members of the Australian Association of British Manufacturers at a 
recent dinner at the May Fair Hotel, London, which was held to cele- 
brate the Association’s 50th anniversary. The President of the Associa- 
tion, Mr. Jocelyn Morton, presided. 


In the course of his speech, Mr. Menzies reviewed the Australian 
economy. Referring to recent relaxations of import regulations he 
said: ‘Import licensing — what you might call the blunt instrument of 
import licensing — is something which can be justified only for balance 
of payments and balance of funds reasons. And when, as has happened 
with us, it turns out that our balance of payments are good and our 
overseas funds are good, it is, quite seriously, necessary, if we are to 
maintain our position as honest international traders, that we should 
reduce and ultimately eliminate the arbitrary impact of import 
licensing and leave these matters to the Tariff Board.’ 


There was some anxiety, Mr. Menzies said, about what might now 
happen. ‘If we are to put up a tariff in Australia high enough to keep 
out low cost commodities then we may have to put up a tariff so high 
that it will impose grievous disabilities on the exporters from this 
country.’ That was a problem to which the Australian Tariff Board 
had been directing a great deal of attention. ‘It is not easy to get some 
flexibility into a tariff structure which will enable you to deal properly 
with one and equally properly with an entirely different one. But I 
know that the Board is very exercised about this matter and you need 
have no fear that it will do its best to avert the kind of consequence 
you have in mind.’ 


Capital Investment 


It was through co-operation that Great Britain and Australia 
would both develop to the fullest extent, and for that reason the extent 
of capital investment in Australia was one of the things he wished to 
mention. Since the end of the last war, the population had been 
increased by more than two million people, and there had been a 
period of ‘fantastic’ development. This programme of development 
had made great calls on capital and therefore involved enormous 
inflationary pressures. One of the answers to inflationary pressures 
had been to attract capital investment into Australia from other 
countries. 












In the twelve post-war years from June 1947 to June 1959 the private 
investment of capital from overseas had been some £A819 million, 
£A280 million of that represefited undistributed income reinvested in 
Australia, and £A539 million represented other inflow of capital. Of 
the total of £A819 million, the United Kingdom had invested £A520 
million (the United States and Canada { A214 million; and other sources 
£A85 million). Mr. Menzies described this investment by the people of 
the United Kingdom as ‘one of the greatest gestures of co-operation 
and understanding and intelligence in my political lifetime.’ 


The Six and the Seven 


Turning to the subject of the European Common Market and the 
European Free Trade Area, Mr. Menzies said: “We did not object 
to the creation of the Common Market; we did not object to the 
creation of the Six, but we felt that it was unfortunate that a movement 
calculated to strengthen the economy of six European powers should 
even appear to be something in rivalry to the economic strength of 
Great Britain or of the other Western European powers.’ Every 
movement calculated to strengthen an economy of a group of nations 
was a good movement, to a trading nation like Australia, and today 
Australia was one of the first ten trading nations in the world. At the 
same time there could be no greater disservice to the free world than to 
have the Western European powers divided into two sections. “There- 
fore when the proposals for the Seven were evolved — what is called 
by some people the ‘Little Free Trade Area’”’ — you must not assume 
that we were objecting to them’ Mr. Menzies continued. ‘On the 
contrary we saw in this the gathering together of a group of people 
who would be in a powerful position to construct a bridge between the 
“‘Seven’’ and the “‘Six,”’ and in a position to have all thirteen nations 
associated in a way which would help their common economy, 
strengthen their position, and make them a more considerable trading 
factor in the world — a selling factor from their point of view perhaps 
but a buying factor from our point of view. 


Close Consultation 


‘We still think that. We think this is a good idea and we think 
that it is an urgent idea. We just say two things about it. They're 
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both qualifications but they don’t alter what I have been saying.’ 

As a Commonwealth country, Mr. Menzies pointed out, Australia 
felt that she ought to be in the closest consultation when the bridge 
was being built. ‘And, while,’ he continued, ‘we want to see the highest 
possible measure of unity, we don’t want to see it at the sacrifice of 
matters that are important to you and that are important to us. We 
can’t understand why Commonwealth countries like my own, in- 
creasingly significant in the world, should not be at the party at all 
relevant times, able to say what we think, able to be told what goes on.’ 
We had still a little to learn about the price of effective brotherhood, 
which was that we should have no secrets one from the other. 


Fifteenfold Increase in Anglo-Australian Trade 

In his reply, Mr. Maudling said that in 50 years Anglo-Australian 
trade had increased fifteenfold. The United Kingdom was substantially 
Australia’s bigger supplier and biggest customer and he hoped that 
trade between the two countries would increase still further. We had 
many common problems including a common need to export our 
products. The pattern of trade was changing and was presenting 
problems for the traditional exporters. These problems were, however, 
more than counterbalanced by new opportunities. Development in 
Australia should mean expanding markets there for sales of British 
goods. The fact that a country sells more to other countries means 
that its economy is getting stronger and that its buying power is 

The President went on to say that it was necessary to find some way 
of separating the problem of disruptive competition from the general 
problem of the growing compeition of the newly industrialized 
countries and we must all realize that aid without trade was not 
enough. He congratulated Mr. Menzies’ Government on recent 
moves to free trade in Australia and pointed out that, without state 
trading, the United Kingdom could not contract to buy given quanti- 
ties of commodities, but we could and did ensure free competition in 
our market. It was sometimes said that we took the Australian market 
for granted but he assured his audience that there was no disposition 
in the United Kingdom to do so. 


Mr. Maudling referred to the European problem and to the sym- 
pathy which Australia had always shown to the United Kingdom 
when dealing with it. Australia had given great encouragement in 
the ill-fated negotiations for a European Free Trade Area. We were 
now faced with the problem of a bridge between the Six and the 
Seven and he would like to echo what Mr. Menzies had said about the 
need for close consultation. Mr. Menzies’ forceful statement on this 
subject would be a great help. People sometimes said that the United 
Kingdom would have to choose between Europe and the Common- 
wealth but this was fundamentally nonsense. The Commonwealth 
accounted for some 600 or 700 million people and the United Kingdom 
was a member of, and the banker of, a community composed of one- 
quarter of the population of the world. 


Work of the AABM 


In his address of welcome Mr. Jocelyn Morton referred to the work 
of the AABM during the past 50 years and in the future. Australia, he 
said, was in the midst of a threefold expansion and all three aspects 
had their implications for British industry. First, Australia was 
industrializing at an enormous rate. This was a process that had 100 
per cent. backing in the United Kingdom. Secondly, Australia was 
involved not only in maintaining her international trade but increasing 
it as far as possible. This was a necessary support for her standard of 
living and ever-increasing population. She might therefore look with 
alarm at anything that might tend to diminish trade with the United 
Kingdom, her biggest export market. One of the functions of the 
Australian Tariff Board was to see that only those industries with 
sound prospects of economic development in Australia were fostered 
by protection. He hoped that this policy would continue, and that no 
unnecessary protection against imports from the United Kingdom and 
other important trading partners of Australia would be recommended. 

The third aspect of Australia’s development was ker increased trade 
with low-cost, low-wage countries such as Japan. This obviously 
had a direct affect on United Kingdom exports to Australia, and he 
hoped that long-formed patterns of trade would not be lightly over- 
thrown. This aspect had also an effect on Australia’s own industrializa- 
tion, in which the United Kingdom was very directly involved. If 
allied with non-discrimination in regard to tariff and quota treatment, 
this could lead to impossibly high tariffs being placed on imports of 
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goods both from United Kingdom and all Western standard countries. 
‘As I see it’ Mr. Morton said, ‘there is some danger of the baby being 
thrown away with the bath water.’ He put forward a plea to both 
Governments that in all considerations of international trade and trade 
relationships they should not let any one policy be pursued so far as to 
endanger other important trading interests. ‘It seems to me’ Mr. 
Morton concluded, ‘that neither complete protection, complete 
free-trade, nor complete non-discrimination, are in fact, practicable 
propositions.’

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Prospects of Trade with Guinea 


Next week, a small trade mission from the Republic of Guinea will arrive in this country at the invitation of H.M. Government. 

The Republic has now enjoyed independence for over eighteen months having seceded from French West Africa on October 2, 1958. 

Under the energetic leadership of its President, M. Sekou Touré, the Government have worked out an ambitious Three-Year Economic 

Plan for the development of their country, ‘which may provide opportunities for British exporters within the framework of the 

Anglo-Guinean Trade Agreement of October 22, 1959 (see Board of Trade Journal for November 6, 1959, page 722). The following 
article, which has been received from our Chargé d’ Affaires in Conakry, fills in the details. 


rover, are already well-known in Guinea. Some have been 

imported in the past direct, and some through Sierra Leone. 
Guinea is at present interested in ‘buying United Kingdom consumer 
goods especially (but not exclusively) textiles, construction materials 
and foodstuffs. The Guinea authorities are also interested in buying 
British motor vehicles and accessories, telecommunications and other 
equipment for the Three-Year Economic Plan which is to come into 
effect on July 1, 1960. The United Kingdom is one of the few countries 
with which Guinea has a favourable balance of trade at the moment. 


Three-Year Economic Plan 


The main elements of the Three-Year Economic Plan have now 
been announced. Total expenditure is estimated at 28 milliard francs 
Guinéens (about £40 million), of which 7 milliards are for agri- 
culture, the development of which forms the basis of the Plan; 
8 milliards for public works; 5 milliards for secondary industries; 
1-6 milliards for health; 1-3 milliards for the railway and roads; and 
the remainder for education and administrative infrastructure. The 
te ae plans of private enterprise will be over and above these 
totais. 


The prospects of fulfilling the Plan are good. Though still very 
under-developed economically, the country possesses most of the 
necessary basic resources. The varied climate and terrain permit of a 
diversified agriculture, e.g. tropical fruits and palm products on the 
coastal plain; cattle in the mountainous Fouta Djallon and North-East 
Savannah; groundnuts in the Savannah and the Western coastal 
plain; coffee and palm products in the Forest region of the East, and 
rice in the many river valleys throughout the country. Mineral 
resources are considerable: the bauxite resources ate among the 
largest in the world; iron ore reserves are considerable; diamond 
deposits are appreciable. The hydro-electric potential of the country 
is very large; most of the major rivers of West Africa rise in the Fouta 


Djallon. 


The objective of the Plan is to raise the national revenue by 8 per 
cent. per annum, primarily through the development of agricultural 
productivity and the diversification of agriculture. This is to be 
achieved largely through the development of co-operatives, the 
creation of agricultural pilot and research stations and the equipping 
of both with agricultural equipment, seeds and fertilizers. Target 
production figures have been laid down for rice, bananas, coffee, 
pineapples, palm products, groundnuts and tobacco, some of them 
well above the present levels; and cattle, fishing, citrus fruits and 
vegetables are to receive special attention. In the industrial field it 
is planned to create a whole series of small-scale secondary industries 
to serve agriculture and local consumption, using in the main local 
raw materials.

Industrial projects 


Agricultural equipment to be imported under the Plan will include 
tractors, farm wagons, agricultural implements, threshing machines 
for rice and local grains, husking machines for rice, milling machines 
and artificial incubators, and palm crushers and presses. The industrial 
projects are to include establishments for the production of agri- 
cultural tools, wheelbarrows, kitchen utensils, wood furniture, nails, 
canned fruit juice, orange essence, oils and soap (palm oil and 
groundnut oil), dried bananas and banana flour, cured herrings, 
shoes, cigarettes, tinned pineapples, tapioca, koura oil, salt, and light 
mechanical engineering products. The projects also include the 
establishment of rice mills, sawmills, refrigeration and cold storage 
plants, and slaughter houses, and a credit of 0-5 milliards is to be 
available for the purchase of fishing vessels. There is provision for 
the development of water power on a modest scale, to the total value 
in equipment of 0-8 milliard francs. 


Projects under the Public Works, Telecommunications, Transport, 
Education and Health sections of the Plan are to include the expan- 





- the cost but not the volume of imports of flour, fertilizers, and 


sion of Radio Conakry and of the internal radio and cinema networks; 
the building of a national printing works; the ion of the port, 
aerodrome and hotels of Conakry; and the modernization the 
Conakry-Kankan railway; the building of a polytechnic school at 
Conakry and a university at Dalaba, and of new Government offices 
at Conakry. Most of these projects are already committed and in 
train. There is also provision for the modernization and extension of 
hospitals and the building of a good many new schools. 


Trade and Payments 


Prior to Independence, Guinea drew 77 per cent. of its imports 
from France and sent 77 per cent. of its exports to France. Since 
Independence, the Guinea authorities have concluded trade agree- 
ments with Czechoslovakia, East Germany, the USSR, Hungary, 
Poland, Bulgaria, the United Kingdom and dependent territories 
and Morocco. The pattern of trade has changed considerably and is 
still doing so. In general, trade is being organized more and more on a 
bilateral basis. 

In addition, the Guinea Government have signed long-term 
economic agreements with the USSR (carrying with it a £12-5 million 
credit repayable over a 12-year period at 24 per cent. interest), with 
Czechoslovakia (carrying with it a credit of £1-8 million), with East 
Germany and with Hungary. 

The Government plan to balance external payments in 1960 at the 
level of 7-5 milliard francs Guinéen, This will involve a reduction 
of imports from 15 milliards (1959) to 12-5 milliards; an increase in 
exports from 7:1 milliards (1959) to 7-5 milliards; and the use of 
medium and long-term credits to fill the gap of 5 milliards. The 
import reductions are to be made selectively and will apply principally 
to fresh and preserved vegetables and fruits, dyes and paints, synthetic 
textiles, wine and other drinks, and perfumes. It is also hoped to reduce 
consumer 
goods needed if the economy is to develop as planned (sacks, packing 
paper, tyres and tubes and spare parts for vehicles) by seeking new 
_ cheaper sources than those on which the country has hitherto 
relied. 


Finance 


Guinea established her own currency, the Guinea franc, and her 
own central bank, the Banque de Guinée, and exchange control 
system on March 1, 1960. All imports are subject to licence and are 
controlled by the state trading organization, the Comptoir Guinéen 
du Commerce Extérieur. Most of the equipment required for the 
Three-Year Plan will be imported only under medium and long-term 
credit arrangements. 

Guinea is a net earner of sterling and dollars. Her other resources 
include the 7 milliard or so francs CFA collected internally when the 
Guinea franc was substituted; the unspent balance of the [10 million 
sterling loan accorded by Ghana at y end of 1958; and the Soviet 
and Czech credits (though these are tied to the supply of equipment 
and services). 


Trading Arrangements 

Before Independence the foreign and wholesale trades were con- 
ducted in the main through private trading companies. Since Inde- 
pendence, the Guinea Government has established its own state 
trading organizations, the Comptoir Guinéen du Commerce Extérieur 
(CGCE) and the Comptoir Guinéen du Commerce Intérieur 
(CGCI) which are gradually taking over the import/export and the 
internal wholesale trades respectively. The responsible Ministry is 
the Ministry of Economic Affairs.

Private Investment 


The Guinea Government expect to issue soon new and compre- 
hensive Company and Mining Laws and a new Code of Investment in 
Guinea. Their policy is to encourage private investment provided it 
conforms to the principles of the Three-Year Plan and may be 
integrated into its objectives. The sort of fields in which possibilities 
exist are: shipping and shipyards; hydro-electric schemes; the 
development of the fishing, meat and milk industries; the establish- 
ment of textile, cement, brick, shoe, fertilizer, pharmaceutical, oil 
and soap, tinned fruit, and rice- and coffee-treatment industries; 
sawmills, mills for maize and other cereals, tobacco and oil. British 
capital is already represented in the alumina, bauxite, iron ore and 
diamond industries. 


Trade and Financial Arrangements 
Brazil and Poland 


A FIVE-YEAR Trade and Payments Agreement between the Brazilian 
and Polish Governments was signed in Rio de Janeiro on March 19, 
1960, replacing the Trade and Payments Agreement of 1954. The 
agreement requires ratification by the Brazilian Congress before it 
comes into force. 


Provision is made in the agreement for the annual review of lists of 
goods which it is expected will be exchanged. The lists for 1960 
include: Brazilian products — coffee, cocoa beans, soya, linseed and 
other seeds, iron and manganese ores, wool and cotton; Polish 
products ~ ships and fishing vessels, marine engines, diesel engines, 
aeroplanes, and various machinery, plant and equipment. 


While no individual quotas have been established it is envisaged 
that trade in 1960 will total United States $35 million each way.

A NEW Trade Agreement was concluded between the Governments 
of India and Bulgaria in New Delhi on March 3, 1960.

Detai ts of the Iranian Export-Import Regulations for the Iranian 
Year 1339 (March 21, 1960 to March 20, 1961) have been provided by 
H.M. in Tehran.

(9) Vehicles brought in by foreign nationals or diplomats without 
transfer of foreign exchange and provided they personally take 
them out again. Such vehicles may be taken out without leaving a 
foreign exchange deposit commitment.

THE FOLLOWING is the text of instructions issued by th: Ministry 
of Finance of the Syrian Region of the U.A.R. about the shipment of 
goods imported or exported by Government Departments and other 
public bodies: 

‘In execution of Decree Law 88 of 1959, establishing a General 

Board for Maritime Affairs, the following rules should be 
observed when concluding contracts with local agents, contractors 
or merchants, involving imports from or exports to foreign 
countries : 

(1) Contracts must provide for purchase f.o.b. in the case of 
imports and sale c.i.f. or c. and f. in the case of exports. 
Freight charges are thus the responsibility of the Ministries 
and public bodies concerned with the transaction. 

(2) Contracts must stipulate that transport is to be effected 
by the General Board for Maritime Affairs and its repre- 
sentatives abroad. 

(3) Contracts must also stipulate that the insurance companies 
chosen by the local agents, etc., may not be paid before 
the presentation of a certificate from the General Board 
for Maritime Affairs, to the effect that transport has been 
arranged through that organization. 

(4) On conclusion of such contracts, a copy of the contract 
and the following details are to be sent to the General 
Board for Maritime Affairs: 

(a) Number and date of contract. 

(b) Name of local agent, contractor or merchant. 

(c) Name and address of the seller [or presumably 
buyer] written in English. — 

(d) Delivery period and date of delivery. 

(5) The Board will arrange transport in accordance with the 
rates prevailing on the international market. 

(6) Insurance contract arrangements are to be made by way 
of adjudication through the Ministry of Finance.’ 


The above instructions came into effect on March 31, 1960. It 
is understood that they are being observed and at least one Syrian 
Region Government call for tenders has specified that prices should 
be quoted f.o.b. country of origin and that shipment should be 
arranged by the General Board of Maritime Affairs.

Coal Mining Machinery and Equipment 

By Chilean Decree-Law No. 255, of March 30, 1960 (published 
in the Official Gazette of April 4, 1960), Chilean coal mining companies 
who are modernizing their workings have been granted certain 
concessions, for a period of five years. 


These concessions include the non-payment of Customs duties, 
charges and taxes, and the special import deposit tax on imports of 
coal mining machines, machinery and equipment, including servicing 
and maintenance equipment. 

To encourage coal consumption, the basic duties on all types of 
coal burners and automatic feeders have been cancelled. 


Some Raw Materials, Machinery, Fuel and Lubricating Oils 

Two general measures, embodied in Decree-Laws 256 and 257, 
have been taken by the Chilean Government with a view to assisting 
Chilean exporters. 


Decree-Law No. 256, of March 30, 1960, grants exemption from 
a wide range of taxes to raw materials, both local and imported, 
electric power and fuels used in the manufacture of exports and the 
transport of exports to the port of shipment. The following are some 
of the categories of taxes and charges from which exemption is to 
be granted: 

(i) Production taxes on coal, tobacco, gramophone records, 
matches, playing cards, alcohols, beverages, sugar, and on 
the manufacture, assembly and alteration of motor vehicles; 

(ii) Customs duties, taxes and consular charges on imported 
petrol, , fuel, diesel and lubricating oils; 

(iii) Customs duties and taxes, ship handling taxes, port and con- 
sular charges on raw materials imported for the production of 
exports. 

Decree-Law No. 257, of March 30, 1960, frees from all Customs 
duties and taxes new machinery and equipment, not made in Chile, 
which is imported for or by Chilean firms producing goods for export. 
To obtain this concession the Chilean Ministry of Economy must 
first issue a certificate to the effect that the goods to be imported are 
not made in Chile. If the imported goods are sold within ten years, 
earlier in certain cases, all the duties and charges are payable.

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Tax Exemptions for New Industries 


THE MEXICAN Diario Oficial of March 31, April 22 and April 23 
1960, published general declarations of tax exemption under the Law 
for the Encouragement of New and Necessary Industries in favour 
of the manufacture of liquid argon gas with a minimum purity of 
99-995 per cent., the manufacture of liquid nitrogen with a 
minimum purity of 99-99 per cent. and the manufacture of manoeuv- 
rable bridges or travelling cranes, semi- or fully-motorized, 
respectively. 

These industries are declared to be semi-basic ones and manufac- 
turers would, therefore, be given exemptions from most import 
duties, stamp taxes, sales tax and income tax for periods of up to 
seven years. 

The Mexican Diario Oficial of April 21 published a general declara- 
tion of tax exemption the same law in of the manufacture 
of metal bases for incandescent electric lamps. 

This industry is declared to be of secondary importance and 
manufacturers would, therefore, be given five-year exemptions from 
most import duties, stamp taxes, sales tax and income tax. 

The Mexican Diario Oficial of April 29, 1960, published a general 
declaration of tax exemptions under the Law for the Encouragement 
of New and Necessary Industries in favour of the manufacture of 
powdered, granulated and flaked dehydrated onions and garlic of 
national origin, but with the provision that the Ministry of Industry 
and Commerce may at any time extend the benefits of this declaration 
to all other powdered, granulated and flaked products of vegetable 
origin with the exception of those originating from cereals, potatoes, 
sugar, coffee and other products already produced in the country in 
sufficient supply to meet demand. 

This industry is declared to be of secondary importance and 
manufacturers would, therefore, be given five-year exemptions from 
most stamp taxes, sales tax and income tax.

Import Licensing Arrangements 


A FURTHER amendment has been made to the list of goods which 
require specific licences when imported into Jamaica (see Board of 
Trade Journal of January 29, 1960, page 250, and subsequent amend- 
ments). The item ‘Prepared pigments, paints and enamels prepared 
for final use’ should be deleted and replaced by the following:

Free Entry of Shipping Containers 


THE BUREAU of Customs has issued Treasury Decision No. 55078 
amending the Customs Regulations to allow certain shipping con- 
tainers to be imported free of duty, by designating them as instruments 
of International Traffic. 

As from March 25, 1960, lift vans, cargo vans, shipping tanks, 
skids, pallets, caul boards, and similar instruments arriving (whether 
loaded or empty) in use or to be used in the shipment of merchandise 
in international traffic may be released without entry or the payment 
of duty. If a container is diverted to point to point local traffic within 
the United States, or is otherwise withdrawn in the United States 
from its use as an instrument of international traffic, it becomes 
subject to entry and the payment of any applicable duties.
